SABBATH ASSOCIATION IN SHEFFIELD, Me. 


Among the communications addressed to the General Agent, is 
the following from Rev. James Baaprorp, dated Dec. 5, 1891, which 
we copy simost entire. 

Shortly after its reception, I read to my church and 
congregation What was published in the Recorder of 
the 7th of Sept. last, in relation 10 the doings of the Pas- 
toral and General Association, concerning the sancti- 
fication of the Sabbath, and the address to ministers, 
&c. Not long before this [had preached two sermons 
to my people on the subject; but, it being one of 
the very first importance, it was again particularly 
brought before them in another discourse; and soon 
after the pledge was circulated and 215 names secured. 
It is not to be understood that this comparatively small 
number is all that can be obtained in this place; there 
are many who will readily, | doubt not, when the sub- 


ject is fairly and judiciously presented, add their names 


to those already given. 

In answer to some inquires in the Recorder of 
Nov. 16th, I would say, that | am persuaded the Sab- 
bath is better observed here than formerly, not only by 
professors of religion and their families generally, but 
also by many that are not such; and, if | mistake not, 
the recent movements on this subject have produced, 
within a few months, visible good results. Since the 
formation of the General Sabbath Union in N. Y., 
the subject has been more frequently brought before 
my people in sermons preached, and publications read, 
than formerly; and tor about two years past,we have ob- 
served the evening of the third Monday of each month 
as a season of prayer for the better sanctification of the 
Sabbath. At this mecting much has been read on the 


jsubject, our transgressions have been called to mind, 


our duty has been conversed upon and urged; and 
those at least who have regularly attended these meet- 
ings, have not been entirely uninfluenced. The church 
as a body. feel the vast importance of a strict obser- 
vance of this day, and according to the rules they have 
adopted would not pass by a violation of it, without 
putting in exercise that discipline which the scriptures 
enjoin, Still there is not even among professors of re- 
ligion, that strong jealousy for the honor of him who is 
the Lord of the Sabbath, which constrains them to all 
that purity of feeling, and fervor and fidelity in action 
concerning the sanctification of holy time, which there 
should be. 

After alluding to occasional violation of the Sabbath by some 
who are not professors of religion, the writer adds,— 

These things some lament, reprove, and plead with 
God to do away. O when will the time come that 
men every where will know, and feeland act as though 
they knew. that their interests for time and cu buity 
and everything dear as to their country and their pos- 
terity, both in a temporal and spiritual sense, were in- 
volved in the sanctification of the Sabbath! 

The Lord bleas you in all your efforts to aid this 
cause, and hasten the time when the whole land shall 
enjoy her Sabbaths! 

This communication contains several things worthy of atten- 
tion. The subject of the Sabbath has been for years 
brought before the people ina variety of ways. Have the 
pastors of all our churches done the same ? We ask the question 
not to implicate any, but to fix the attention ofall upon the im- 
portance of making the Sabbath a more frequent subject of dia-

| tenets, that from their strangeness or Uangerous ten- 
dency, appear, only to be generally reprobated, as 
eclipses in the belief of barbarous tribes are to be 
frightened away by noises and execrations; but 
which rather resemble the luminary itself in this 
one respect, that after a longer or shorter  inter- 
val of occultation, they are still found to re-emerge.

The above paragraphs are from Vaughan’s “ Memorials of the 
Stuart Dynasty’’—a work prepared with special reference to 
the flippant high-toryiem of D’Israeli, but so rich in valuable 
{acts and sound views as to render it well worth republication in 
this country. It is a national disgrace that while our pressea 
ave teeming with the veriest ephemeral trash that London affords, 
| we have no reprints of this work of Vaug!ian, or of Grahame’s 
invaluable history of the Colonies, or of Godwin’s History of 
the Commonwealith.—Vanghan never forgets, as most writers 
seein to do, the difference between the Independents-—who were 
| the frwe Pilgrims, the founders of the Plymouth colony—and 
the Puritans. The views and doings of the latter are often most 
unjustly charged upon the former, even by our most distinguished 
| American writers. The words Puritan and Independent are 
used as synonymous in the very able article in the last number of 
the North American Review, on Reform in England—and an 
apology is made for both, which is needed only by one of those 
classes of the pious and noble-minded. 

The reader will notice the assertion in the last paragraph 
above quoted, which we print in italics. ‘The author is a man of 
| very uncommon learning and research in the department of Eng- 

lish ecclesiastical history, as is evident from his Life of Wyc- 
liffe, and the work here quoted ; and does not hazard such lan- 
guage without sufficient reason. We hope it may excite inquiry. 
| It will be found that the Pilgrims were wiser on that point than 
}some of their descendants, and—we must say it, although we 
write in Boston—than some of their neighbors. 





ADVICE TO AN INFIDEL

| If our gospel be hid, it is hid to them that are lost; in 
| whom the God of this world hath blinded the minds of 
them which believe not, lest the light of the glorious gos- 
pel of Christ, who is the image of God, should shine un- 
tothem. Such,then, are the assumptions of the Bible. 
It assumes the point that man is guilty, and that his 
heart blinds his understanding, if he rejects the gos- 
pel. This point, then, is first to be considered by eve- 
ry one who disbelieves revelation.

INTELLIGENCE. 
PROCEEDINGS AT GENEVA, 


very intelligent correspondent of the Observer says : 

You are not ignorant that the Academy of Genera, 
which was once celebrated for the instructions of Cal- 
vin, Theodore de Beza, Pictet and many other eminent 
Christian teachers, has been for several years under 
the control of Socinians. Some of the professors are 
neologists, who reject the Gospel almost entirely; and 
one of them, .W. Cheneviere, has at last published va- 
rious writings, in which the lowest Socinianism is open- 
ly taught. But thanks be to God, some Chistians of 
distinguished piety and learning, have united them- 


which are to be taught the true doctrines of the Gospel. 
The principal founders of this establishment, are the 
three distinguished pastors, Messrs. Gaussen, Galland 
and Merle d’Aubigne. ‘They are the authors of sever- 
al publications, which evince the purity of their faith, 
and the sincerity of their zeal for the cause of Jesus 
Christ. In a pamphlet just issued by them, they an- 
nounce that they will open a school of theology, since 
the Gospel of the Saviour is no longer taught in the 
Academy, and they invite the young men of all Christ- 
ian denominations to resort to them and imbibe a pure 
and complete faith in the vital doctrines of Christianity. 
This enterprise is of high importance, not only for Ge- 
neva and all Switzerland, but also for the reformed 
church of France. 

One of my friends writes me from Geneva, that the 
company of pastors, which includes many advocates of 
Socinianism, are exasperated at the founders of the 
theological school, and that they have applied to the 
council of state of Geneva, to y Howes from the paato- 
ral office Messrs. Gaussen and Galland. Perhaps it 
willbe for the good of the church that this separation 
should take place. 

The Rev. Mr. Proudfit of Newburyport, who has just re- 
turned from Europe, made some statements on this subject 


following account : 

Some pious brethren at Geneva have projected a 
school at that place; but their numbers are sinall, and 
their means straitened, so thatthey are compelled to 
look to their brethren elsewhere for aid. They have | 
the requisite buildings aud library; and the teachers | 
have at present, the means of support.

spoken of by Mr Proudfit, excited the strongest emo- 
tions in the Company of Pastors. On the 30th of Sep- 
tember, the company passed an ordinance, declaring 
the conduct of these gentlemen in felation to the Evan- 
gelical Society, to be a violation of their duties, and 
calling on the Consistory te pass an act deposing Mr. 
Gaussen from his place as pastor, and interdicting both 
him and the ministers, Merle d’Aubigne and Galland, 
from all their functions in the churches and chapels of 
the Canton. 

When the matter cane before the Consistory, thee 
gentlemen demanded a written copy of the decree of 
the Company, a specification of the charges against 
them, and the law on which the proceeding was ground- 
ed. An eloquent appeal was made on the subject, 
showing that even Luther was allowed this privilege by 
the papal legate. 

To this the only reply was, “ We have nothing more 
to communieate.” Says the Archives, “ It is impossi- 
ble to doubt the issue of this deplorable affair. The 
injustice of refusing to communicate to the accused the 
particulars of their accusation, is equal to ten condem- 
nations. In effect, the Consistory hove confirmed in 
full the decree of the Company, which by a rare com- 
bination, is found to unite in itself the party, accuser 
and judge!” 

The decree must necessarily be submitted to the 
council of State, for final ratification. And the writer 
inthe Archives expresses his full confidence that the 
Council is composed of men who are not blind with 
passion, and who will respect law and justice, and will 
promptly refuse their sanction to the doings of the Con- 
sistory. But, this is to be seen. 

“We enter into these details,” says he “ partly be- 
cause they are of great importance in the history of the 
church in our days. A reform has commenced in the 
church of Geneva, and it will accomplish itself, in spite 
of its adversaries, and by its adversaries.”

London dates are to Noy. 80, the latest having been receiv- 
ed in this city by Mr. Atkinson, a passenger in the Coluinbia, 
who landed at Newport on Saturday morning. He left Lon- 
don on the 30th of Nov. 

REPORTED INSURRECTION AT LisBon.—Mr. Atkin- 
son states that, as he was leaving London on the evening 
of the 30th, criers were announcing in the streets, publica- 
tions in type which would contain accounts of an insur- 
rection at Lisbon, and the Flight of Don Miguel. 

Deeapveut Rior at Lyons. A very serious riot oc- 
curred Noy. 21, at Lyons, in France, between the manufac- 
tarers and the workmen, which continued for three days. 
‘The cause of the riot was the distressed state of the workmen. 
The National Guard took part with the manufacturers and 
fired upon the rioters. ‘The last accounts state that the place 
was more quiet—and that the Duke of Orleans had left Paris 
for Lyons. 

Particulars are given in the following extracts : 
Lyons, Nov. 21.—This city still continues the scene of 
the greatest confusion and riot. ‘The numbers killed and 
wounded of the rioters, up to this time, (6 o’clock, P. M.) 
must be immense, but we can get no decided information, as 
the entrance of every street in the city is guarded, and no one 
| is suffered to pass unless he lives in the street, and a guard is 
| sent with him to his door. 
Tuesday Morning.— At 8 o'clock this morning the firing 
recommenced in several parts of the city. Several thousand 
| workmen collected in the night in the Brotteaux, the other side 
of the Rhone, and have made themselves masters of all the 
bridges, and consequently cut off all communication with the 
Swiss side of the Rhone.—A sharp cannonading is going on 
| from the city, as also from the Croix Rousse, which is not 
yet taken. Up to ten o'clock I have seen carried past my win- 
dow upwards of 300 killed and wounded. ‘The numbers 
killed on the other side, must be enormous, as every cannon 
brin gs a row of them down. 

Wednesday Morning, 3 o clock.—Tremendous firing. 
The Hotel de Ville is taken by the rioters—also the powder 
magazine, and the whole city is at the fury of the mob. 
Houses are beginning to burn in all quarters, and large fires 
are lighted on all the public places, into which they throw 
all the books, stock, furniture, &c. of the different houses 
they enter.

«That dreadful scourge the cholera morbus is making fearful 
| ravages in this city, having in all probability been brought 
from Alexandria, where by the last accounts eight hundred 
persons were dying daily. Here it commenced in the Jew 
| qnarter, but it is now disseminated all over the city, causing 
in many instances, such sudden death, that there is no time 
to call in medical aid. The mortality occurs principally in 
the night, and few who are attacked survive. Up to this day 
none of the English Factory or residents have been attacked. 
Trade is completely suspended; the bazaars are shut up, and 
all those who have the means have removed to the country, 
or are on the point of duing so.—Some of the English resi- 
dents propose proceeding to the neighboring islands or the 
| Dardenelles until the virulence of the disease is abated, which 
| it is hoped may soon be the case, as hitherto the cholera has 

|never raged violently in one place for any length of time. 
At Constantinople the cholera has ceased, and trade is rather 
reviving. 

Cuorera on Boarp tHe U.S. Sure Joun Avams. 
—A letter from Alicant, in Spain, dated Nov. 12th, says: 
We are officially advised by the Eastern post, of the arrival 
at Port Mahon, of an Am. Sloop of War from the Black 
Sea, having lost 24 men on her voyage by the cholera, and 
11 indisposed. It appears that the commader of the sloop 
had stopped at an uninhabited Island in the Black Sea, lande 
his crew, cleansed and fumigated his vessel. The Board of 
Health are of opinion that the 11 infirm have not the cholera; 
notwithstanding which the sloop was not admitted to the 
Lazaretto, but sent round to a cove in the island, under the
